When the brilliant student leaves 
his Alma Mater, too often all his learning 
becomes either dead lumber, or a mere mat- 
ter of ornament and display. He finds no 
use for the lore he so studiously acquired. 


On the other hand, take a young man, 


with a strong developed purpose, yet, dleft 


cient education, and.as he lives, and works, 
and strives, to risesabove his position, he, at 
the same time, applies himself to the sources 
of knowledge, and quickly draws therefrom 
the needed intelligence. 
even cling to him in consequence of early 
educational disabilities, because, for the lar- 
ger portion of hig time, he must be a worker, 
not a learncr.—-Early’ advantages would 
have given him a double power. If we ex- 
pect our sons to become efficient and success. 
ful men, we must induct them, early, into 
‘the practical affairs of life, as well as providé 
their liberal education. We must let them 
come in contact with the effective and pro- 
ductive, as well as the scholastic world. 

Take a boy from school at fifteen or sixteen, 

and give him two years.of close application 
to some business or profession—-then return | 
‘hiti-to school again and he will acqure a 
Pmorée thorough education by the time he is 
nineteen or twefty, than if he had been kept 
at his books the whole period.—Moreever, 
such a boy will be in little danger of being 
spoiled hy learning. In this period of usoful 
labor, the mental powers ‘are tested, and 
aims in life developed, so that the subsequent 
education may havo specific reference to the 
future business or profession. It isa very 
difficult thing for a boy, or his parents, to 
determine, while the former is yet at school, 

the business for which he has a particular 
adaptation ; but let tho boy engage for a 
year or two in some productive employment» 
and the difficulty, in nine cases out of ten, 
will cease to exist—Arthur’s Home Gazette.

Tue Cotron Crop. 
The -pstimate of last year’s cotton crop, which 

stated in our last 4 8 issue at 3,262,288 

, shows an increa 247,853 bales over 

: p of the previous*y ear; and a total num-y 
ber larger than ever before reached. Thie ex- 
ports to the Ist of September amounted to 2.526, 
400—an ‘increase of 84,754 over the vear pre- 
vious ; of which 1,736,860 bales went to Great 
Britain.: The largest exports were shipped from 
New Orleans, 1,580,875 bales. Alabama was 
next; and sent 545,029; South Carolina was next, 
and sent 463,293 ; and Georgia followed with 
an export of 349,490. The next largest expor- 
ters were Florida, Texas, Virginia and lastly 
North Ca. The home consumption amounted 
to 671,009 bales in the Northern States and 
about 90,000 in the Southern and Western States 
—an increase of about 83,000 bales. The value 
of the whole crop, at 10 cents per pound or $40 
per bale, would amount to the sum of t $130, 15, 

300. 

From present indications, we areJed to be- 
lieve that the next crop will fall considerably 
short of this estimate. In addition to the very 
unfavorable seasons which in many places still 
continue to retard the process of making, the 
plant is suffering severely from the ravages of 
the boll-worm, caterpillar and other insects, and 
it ia confidently asserted by some that the crop 
If we take 
into consideration the fact that, notwithstand- 
ing the large crop in market, during the past 
year, the high prices have been well sustained, 
we have good grounds for the belief that our 
farmers will receive an equal; if not higher, rate

It is uncértain whether the note’ 
will be accepted by the Czar in its présént.coni- 
plexion, but it was asserted on the. Paris Bourse 
that the Sultan would forego the: modifications, | 
provided the Powers would guarantee against 
any new Russian dentands, and an order to 
evacuate the Principaliticg be given immedi- 
ately. 

The question is much complicated i in_conse- 
quence of the war"party havipg obtained the 
ascendancy in Turkey. They accusé France 
and England of cowardice in the matter, and 
are resolved to push matters t#@@xtremes. ‘Phis 
will account in some sort for the hesitating 
policy of the Sultan, who has not only delayed 
his assent to the proposition, but® made altera- 
tions which give the Emperor of Russia a fair 
pretext’ for refusing a final settlemént of the 
questior. The Times think® that the onus of 
interruptingsa peaceful adj ugiment of the mat- 
ter being thus thrown on Turkey, England and 
France would be justifiedin withdrawing the 
combined fleets ; and it is reported that France 
has told the Sultan that he must take. further 
steps at his own peril. 

There is nothing politically important stirring 
in Eng'and. The Queen's movements in Dub- 
lin uccupy the newspaper columns, where it is 
duly set forth how Ireland is in a feverish state 
of luyalty, and that the presence of the Sove- 
reizn dispels those mists of ignorance and pre-« 
judice which had arisen at the bid of profes- 
sional agitators. The Queen had visited the 
Exhibition two or three times, witnessed the 
review of eight regiments of troops, and paid a 
private visit to Mr. Dargan, at his house at 
Anville. 

The French Government is using every means 
to depress the price of breadstuffs, which, not- 
withstanding more farorable reports, induces 
us to bélieve that there is an alarming deficiency 
in grain, Indéed the fiilure of the harvest all 
over Europe-is creating muchalarm.
